DURING THE PAST WEEK THE SOLAR FLUX 
AVERAGED 107, VARYING BETWEEN ONLY 106 AND 
109. IF SOLAR ACTIVITY FOLLOWS ITS 
JANUARY PATTERN, WE WILL SEE A 
CONSIDERABLE RISE IN THE SOLAR FLUX THIS 
WEEK. THERE HAS BEEN NO MAJOR RISE THUS 
FAR IN FEBRUARY, BUT A NEW SOLAR FLUX 
RECORD FOR CYCLE 22 WAS SET ON JANUARY 16. 
WE WILL BE LOOKING AT THE SAME AREAS OF 
THE SUN AGAIN LATER THIS WEEK. WATCH WWV 
SOLAR FLUX INFORMATION TO SEE IF THE AREAS 
RESPONSIBLE FOR THAT PEAK ARE STILL 
ACTIVE. THEY WERE NOT VISIVLE ON FEBRUARY 
8TH, BUT THE SOLAR FLUX BEGAN A SLOW RISE 
ON THE STH. WHAT HAPPENS IN THE NEXT FEW 


DAYS MAY BE IMPORTANT. 


IF THE FLUX RISES RAPIDLY, EXPECT HIGH K 
AND A INDICES AGAIN. HIGH LATITUDE 
COMMUNICATIONS PATHS MAY BE DEGRADED OR 
WIPED OUT AT LEAST BRIEFLY. K INDICES 
ABOVE THREE WILL WARN OF THIS. THE WWV 
SOLAR FLUX BULLETINS ARE THE BEST 
INFORMATION AVAILABLE, THEIR K VALUES 
BEING NO MORE THAN THREE HOURS OLD AT ANY 
TIME. 


MAGNETIC STORMS ARE NOT ALL BAD. THEIR 
BENEFICIAL EFFECTS, INCLUDING AURORAL 
PROPAGATION ON THE HIGHER FREQUENCIES, ARE 
MOST MARKED IN THE HIGH LATITUDES. 
AURORAL PROPAGATION CAN BE EXCITING STUFF 
ON 50 AND 144 MHZ. BUZZY CW NOTES AND 
MULTIPATH DISTORTION ON VOICE SIGNALS ARE 
IDENTIFYING SOUNDS. AIM ANTENNAS FOR 
MAXIMUM SIGNAL STRENGTH AND USE CW IF 
POSSIBLE. 


USERS OF LOWER FREQUENCIES SHOULD WATCH

DISTORTION. TUNE FOR CW BEACONS OPERATING 
BETWEEN 50 AND 50.1 MHZ AND 28.2 TO 28.3 
MHZ. THE LATTER ARE IN AFRICA, LATIN 
AMERICA, THE ANTARCTIC, AUSTRALIA AND NEW 
ZEALAND. PROPAGATION ENHANCEMENT 
ASSOCIATED WITH MAGNETIC DISTURBANCES IS 
ESPECIALLY MARKED ON 21, 24 AND 28 MHZ, 
AND IT MAY PRODUCE SIMILAR DX ON 50 MHZ AS
